It’s killer, except for the lame moody, 
soulful parts. Stick to the aggressive sound. 


Dr. Alban It’s My Life Arista. The bio says it hit 
#1 in 8 European countries and is a mix bag of reg- 
gae, world beat, rave, soul, etc. It reminds me of 
stuff I heard once when I was at a party some 
Afghan friends threw. The songs are rich with dif- 
ferent sounds and voices, and the lyrics say some- 
thing. 


Demigod Update. I’m very sorry to say that Fin- 
land’s Demigod broke up. But its heavy, lordly 
album of death metal, Slumber Of Sullen Eyes, is 
still available from Drowned Productions ($12 LP/ 
MC, $22 CD, to PO Box 39048, 28080-Madrid, 
Spain). Get it! The singer, Esa, tells me that the 
band is doing another project, which is "more like 
heavy metal or something!"

Fans of 
traditional metal have been waiting for an album 
like this for years. Mercyful Fate, a band whose 
influence on death metal has been felt directly and 
indirectly, is back to live up to the legacy it left 
behind in 1984, when it broke up at the height of its 
popularity. It’s not often a band can get back 


together and not only recreate its sound but offer 
fans something new as well. Mercyful Fate com- 
bines both heavy and melodic riffs with complex 
changes to make songs that grow more amazing 
with repeated listens. Guitar players who have 
grown up on people like Vai, Satriani, etc., should 
listen to this album, as they can learn a lot from 
Hank Sherman and Michael Denner.

D.U.: Any plans to make a video or two for 
the new songs? 

Kevin: Uh, actually, we just got done shooting 
the first video, for a song called "Sound The 
Alarm." 

How do you see things for our country under 
the Clinton administration -- better, worse, or the 
same as the Bush years overall, do you think? 

I think that something is gonna have to go long 
term before we see anything.

Anyone in the band vegetarian or vegan? 

No. 

Anything else you would like to add? 

Id just like to tell everybody to keep an open 
mind when listening to this record or any other 
record. Um, I think it’s really, really important 
that, uh, people be really open minded. And uh, 
just try to keep a perspective on everything.

Here 
guitarist Mike Bossier, who has been there all 
along, I think, and does a lot of the writing, talks 
about his band. 

D.U.: First off, how does it feel to finally have 
an album deal? How did this come about -- was 
Relativity looking to sign some metal bands and 
you’re one of them? And what’s up with the 
album? 

Mike: The deal with Relativity is on hold. We 
have interest from other labels, including a major. 
{As for the album] we will have to wait and see. 

What would you be doing now if you didn’t get 
signed? Were you looking to get signed or does it 
not matter that much, as far as the goals of the 
band are concerned? 

I think any band would love to get signed and 
get out on the road and play your music in front of 
as many people as possible to sell your product 
well. That’s what we are always going to do, 
whether it’s on a demo scale or a label scale. We 
love to get out on the road and just play; it’s what 
we want to do. 

The opinion has been stated, even in this very 
zine, that thrash is dead. What do you think of 
that opinion? 

A lot of thrash bands are not trying to break 
new ground with their music. That’s where I would 
say it’s dead. 

You’ve said that you think of your band as a 
heavy heavy metal band. How do you take the 
thrash tag? 

If you walked into a record store, you would 
find thrash/death metal/speed metal/hardcore music 
probably under the title "heavy metal." So you 
would go to the heavy metal section to find it. If 
you wanted all the aggressions of the above, you 
would get our tape. 

How are bands like yours treated by the death 
metal bands and people in the scene? 

We are treated great by the death metal scene. 

Do you see technical bands trying to be more 
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technical than each 
other in their arrange- 
ments, riffings, etc.? Is 
there a danger of going 
over people’s heads 
with the songs? 


Yes, there is a danger. We write some com- 
plex stuff, but also keep it under a tight reign so the 
non-musicians will like it just as much. 

Do you think there is any crossover as far as 
show line-ups are concerned, apart from the odd 
one here and there, in the scene? Is this a good 
thing or a bad thing? 

I think it’s great; there should be more of it. 
We play as many as we can. You win over new 
audiences as well. You’re just going to sell better. 
There is going to be more people at the show, 
yowre still gonna get your own crowd there, plus 
the other crowds the other bands pull in, which in 
turn will build the scene. 

Is there any sexism in the scene that you can 
detect, or do you not pay attention? Is this an 
issue of concern to you? 

I think there is less sexism in the underground 
scene than any other scene. You see girls slammin’ 
just as hard and diving just as high as guys. We 
play our music because we enjoy it and it gets our 
aggressions out. If we wanted to just get chicks we 
would be playing glam, and our time wouldn’t be 
spent practicing and improving ourselves, but spent 
on teasing our hair and posing. That’s where sex- 
ism is. 

Will you be selling any of your demos any- 
more? 

Yes, we will be selling our demos at our shows 
and a few area music stores, mail order, and record 
stores. 

Last words? 

There are a lot of lazy fucks out there who 
need to get off their asses and come check out 
some shows in the scene. Too many band cliques 
and back stabbers; we all need to support each 
other. It’s slowly starting to happen. Support the 
scene. 

Contact Mike’s cool band and ask about what 
demos are still available by writing Coble Manage- 
ment, 8700 Dangerfield Rd, Clinton MD 20735, 
USA.

on the earth? The cruelty, suffering and destruction involved in the system 
of raising animals for food stand in glaring contradiction 
to our hopes for a better way of life. 
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Drowning In Solitude is a 
one-man hardcore/grind/etc. band 
from Ontario, Canada, done by 
Paul Pfeiffer. He’s brought out 
two demos, plus a Wadge demo, 
another solo band. Paul also does 
"Obzine," a music zine, and 
"Writhing With Despair," an 
address listing. He’s a funny guy 
and always gives me shit because 
I made the mistake of telling him 
once I have a crush on Miki 
Berenyi from lush. We traded 
interviews, so here’s mine below. 

D.U.: Your D.LS. lyrics are 
about ghosts, spirits, and so on. 
Give a full overview of with what 
your lyrics deal. 

Paul: The lyrics centre 
around paranormal things like 
hauntings, spirit molestation/ 
infestation, death (what happens 
at the point of body expiration 
and following), and other unex- 
plainable events along those lines. 
Although I enjoy gore/violent 
lyrics, I didn’t want Drowning to 
be about those topics. I wanted to 
put a depressing mindset to the 
songs that is becoming more evi- 
dent with the most recent stuff 
I’ve written. 

There is so much going on 
outside of the typical realm of 
existence that most people don’t 
give much thought to. I’ve had 
first-hand experience with "the 
beyond" and I have no doubt in 
my mind that much more exists 
than we think, From growing up 
in a house that was plagued by 
negative occurrences to reading 
books on paranormal subjects and 
taking part in an actual spirit 
investigation, I am convinced. I 
am obsessed with it. 

Does this subject matter parallel your new 
zine? 

This subject matter definitely parallels the new 
zine, "Etherium: Real Life Brushes With the 
Unknown.” I am working on it with my friend, 
Mike Pyette, and it allows a much more detailed 
and in-depth look at the strange. 
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Do the lyrics/new zine suggest a religious 
belief or a concept of other dimensions or what? 

There is no religious basis for the lyrics or zine 
at all. I’d say that it’s more spiritual than anything 
else. Spiritual in the sense that I don’t feel we are 
here now, and then when our body ceases to func- 
tion so do we. I believe in the spirit going on 
possibly to a heaven-like plane, but definitely not 
like Christianity attempts to have us believe. 

I don’t think that there is one supreme power 
that we must worship in order to get into "heaven." 
Religion is all a crock to me. There are thousands 
of different faiths worldwide and each one is right 
according to themselves and they all hold the true 
answers. One passage from the bible will be inter- 
preted completely different by two separate groups. 
This supposed "good book" has been responsible for 
more violence and hatred than anything else. No 
one can ever prove where it came from or who 
wrote it, yet they base their lives on it and use it to 
justify just about anything they want. Whether it’s 
Judaism, Christianity, Satanism, Buddhism, or Islam 
-- it’s all a lie to me. 

Is lack of time the only reason you’re ending 
"Obzine"? 

Yeah! It seems that with everything I have on 
the go, "Obzine" seems to be totally outdated before 
I can get it out. You really need a lot of time and 
energy to put out a good zine and I have neither. 
Plus the fact that photocopies and postage abso- 
lutely kill here, so that’s another element that comes 
into play. I have to spread my small amount of 
cash around the different music projects I’m doing 
and I just can’t afford to get decent size copies 
made up. 

Will you continue with "Writhing With 
Despair"? 

I am almost finished with a completely re-done 
issue. It’s way better than the other one I put out 
and has twice as many addresses. It is a one-time 
only thing and can be yours for $2 in North 
Amerika and $3 elsewhere. It contains zine, comp., 
and distro contacts, along with a few tape traders 
and radio shows. 

Where do you stand on the issue of Quebec’s 
secession? 

From a non-nationalist standpoint, I would not 
want to see Quebec leave Canada, but I don’t feel 
that they need to be seen as a distinct society based 
solely on the fact that a large portion of the prov- 
ince speaks French as a first language. I can tell 
you that living outside Quebec there is a lot of anti- 
French sentiment, mostly coming from English- 
speaking whites. If they can’t hate them because 


they are a different colour, they'll hate them 
because they don’t speak the same language. I have 
a problem with the Quebec sign law that says you 
can only have French on your signs outside stores, 
etc. If you own the property you should be able to 
put up whatever language you want. If you want to 
make up your own thing and put it on your walls, 
fine! I went to Quebec a couple years ago and it 
did feel like I was in a different country. As soon 
as you crossed the line leaving Ontario, the look of 
the houses and roads changed. I didn’t get a bad 
impression being there at all. It would probably be 
different from Ontario in another province where 
they speak English. 

What do you think of the Canadian govern- 
ment’s handling of the referendum? 

Those pushing the pro side tried to scare 
everyone into thinking that unless you check off 
"yes" on your ballot, Quebec would leave Canada 
and the country would fall apart. It obviously didn’t 
work for them because an overwhelming majority 
voted "no." It’s been over half a year now and the 
country is still together. A large portion of 
Quebec’s residents want to break off, but they still 
want the "benefits" from Canada, like using the 
same money, etc. I honestly don’t know what will 
happen. 

Are the continued Native American land sei- 
zures an issue to the general public there? 

I feel that Canada and the U.S. is one big land 
seizure! I consider North Amerika to be occupied 
territory. White Europeans didn’t immigrate here; 
we came and took over. The whole Columbus thing 
is a lie. They say he discovered Amerika because 
he brought Christianity to a country of "savages." 
How can you discover a place that already has 
inhabitants? Natives were not seen as full-fledged 
humans because only God fearing whites can be 
such. That is why they were massacred and that is 
why we live here today. You don’t have to look far 
to find the same sentiment in this day and age, 
because an entire people has been cartooned: the 
Washington Redskins, Cleveland Indians, Chicago 
Black Hawks, Jeep Cherokee, Land O’ Lakes But- 
ter... JI think I’m going to start up a baseball 
team and call them the "Newcastle Niggers." No, 
how about the "Newcastle Jew Boys"? 

Are there any political bands in Ontario or 
Canada in general? 

Yes, Ontario and Canada had and has quite a 
few political bands. One Blood, Crisis Of Faith, 
Mr. Nobody, Sons Of Ishmael, Dangerously 
Americanized Canadians, D.O.A.... 

Is there a scene for straight-edge? 


There is a straight-edge scene in Ontario that 
is just out of control im my opinion. It’s bordering 
on, if not full-fledged, hardline, where it goes 
beyond writing songs about choosing not to use 
drugs or booze to confronting people for doing it 
and using physical means to press your views. That 
isn’t what straight-edge was anyway. These people 
will complain about Nazis attacking people because 
of race and then smack someone because they have 
a beer in their hand. 

There was a time years ago when I considered 
myself straight, but I sure as hell don’t now, even 
though I still choose to abstain. It’s one big ego 
tripping, "I’m so hard ’cause I don’t do drugs" kind 
of thing. I love early straight-edge bands before the 
bastardization became all the rage with the "cool" 
people. It’s the same to me if someone laughs at 
you for not drinking. Why such an emphasis on it 
anyway? Is it really that important? 

In American politics a current sound bite is 
"the year of the woman." Is there a similar phrase 
in Canadian politics? 

I’m not aware that we have that phrase per se, 
but topics like sexual harassment and wife assault 
are heavily covered, which is a good thing, but I 
think that if you think wimyn are only around for 
male satisfaction, a news clip or ad isn’t going to do 
much to change your views. It’s sad that there has 
to be such a push, but I definitely think it should be 
continued. A lot of men complain that things are 
getting too ridiculous with all the sexual harassment 
talk going on all the time, but it’s not up to them to 
decide what makes someone else uncomfortable. I 
don’t care if wimyn go to work nude; that doesn’t 
give anyone the go-ahead to rape them. 

Any shameless plugs you’d like to make? 

Yes siree there are! It’s time to get totally 
shameless. The Scald/Drowning In Solitude split 
tape is available for $5 ppd (world). It comes on 
red or blue chrome tapes. The Wadge: "Guise" 
demo has 45 trx. of electro-grind/crusty hardcore/ 
noise inspired by Dokken and Boyz II Men, and 
can be yours for a measly $3 (North Amerika) -- $4 
(elsewhere). Fuck political correctness!!! Say 
what’s on your mind without thinking about who it’ll 
offend. Unceasing thanks go out to Richard for 
giving me the chance to put you to sleep! I’d like 
to see Ted Nugent killed or severely maimed in a 
bow hunting accident. Anyone with Necrophagia 
(OH) on video please write me!! Ill send a tape 
and $$ or Ill trade for it. Sorry I wasn’t any 
cheezier, but hey, ’'m not Deicide.

Ryan Muldoon plays guitar in the godly death 
metal band Incarnis from Virginia Beach. He has 
been in the scene for years and has some good 
things to say. The group has released two demos, 
and is a superb, heavy act live. If you'd like to 
contact Ryan about his band or his zine, write to 
5717 Hendrix Dr, Virginia Beach VA 23464, USA. 
Below is an interview with Ryan, the Charles Kuralt 
of death metal! 

D.U.: First off, how do you describe your 
music and lyrical approach to those who haven’t 
heard them before? 

Ryan: Musically I would describe Incarnis as 
a dark and aggressive undevout death metal band. 
Usually people need to compare the sound to other 
bands, but there is just so much room for disagree- 
ment. I would say we are definitely influenced (a 
word used very loosely) by such bands as Fatal, 
Entombed/Nihilist, Rotting Christ, Eucharist, 
Crematory, Samael, Absu, Masters Hammer, Amor- 
phis, old Autopsy, old Paradise Lost, old Celtic 
Frost, Carbonized, Incantation, Possessed, Pluto- 
cracy, Massacra, Dissection, Deceased, bla bla bla 
... The list could go on all day. 

Lyrics are not quite as easy to explain, I think. 
Our drummer, Brian, and I write all of the lyrics, 
and at times they are a bit strange. They are always 
very dark, yet I can see how someone might not 
really understand them, but that’s fine. I like lyrics 
that are chilling, strange, interesting, somber, etc. 
Some of my favorite lyrics come from bands like 
Dark Tranquility, Tiamat, Celtic Frost, Disembowel- 
ment, Sabbat/Skyclad, My Dying Bride (incredible), 


and plenty of others. It’s really just inspirations 
from other bands, thoughts, dreams, comics, movies, 
Anne Rice novels, onion rings. . . 

You’ve said that all the band members are 
basically drug/alcohol free (does this include cigar- 
ettes?), but don’t consider yourselves "straight- 
edge" per se. Why do you guys as a whole abstain 
from these things? 

For lack of a better term, we are 99% of the 
time "straight-edge," though I wouldn’t describe us 
as such. Really, I’d just say we don’t smoke pot (or 
cigarettes) and only drink once in a blue moon. It 
was never a conscious decision that no one in the 
band would do drugs; it just kind of happened that 
way. With the old line-up, two of the guys smoked 
weed all the time (but then again, maybe that’s why 
they are "ex" members!! He he he!!) . The reason 
I abstain from drugs is not very deep. Basically I 
wasn’t around it when I was growing up and I never 
had the urge to start. When I was of the age most 
guys or girls start (say 14-16), I was more interested 
in buying albums and tapes, watching pro wrestling, 
and reading comics. I never really was enticed by 
the appeal. I don’t mind if people do; I have plenty 
of pals who get high/drunk regularly. It’s no big 
deal either way; just be responsible for your 
actions!! 

And how do you feel about the straight-edge 
scene as a whole, apart from the fact that you dis- 
associate yourselves from it? 

As far as the "straight-edge" scene, I really 
don’t understand it. Though I’m not part of that 
scene at all, from what I’ve seen locally, it’s really a 


bunch of self-righteous pissants who think they are 
superior to others, which is a really lame attitude to 
hold. Most of these guys are just following blind 
(i.e. uprise of Krishna religion within this scene) 
*cause they are too pathetic to think for themselves. 
If you’re gonna decide to be straight, do it for your- 
self, not because Judge or Youth Of Today or who- 
ever say you should. 

In what format will you release the next batch 
of songs you’ll record? 

Probably in a variety of formats. We are plan- 
ning to record next month (cross your fingers), with 
five new songs. We’re finishing the fifth one now. 
So, let’s see . . . one will be on a split 7" planned 
with UK’s Malediction (label still unknown!!). 
Then there may be another 7" with Adipocere 
Records 
from France 
(the label of 
Beyond 
Dawn, Crypt 
Of Kerberos, 
etc.), and 
lately some 
talk with 
Slaughter 
Records 
from  Ger- 
many about 
a CD EP, 
which would 
be pretty 
cool. So 
things are 
still a bit up 
in the air. 
Whatever 
format, 
anyone will still be able to get them on tape/demo, 
I’m sure, ’cause that’s still the most accessible 
format. 

What is currently available from the band? 

Currently, I still have the Castigation demo 
available for a blank tape and postage or three 
dollars through the mail (four overseas). Soon we 
should have some new t-shirts, and every now and 
then I have a rehearsal or something that usually 
gets lost under a pile of socks. 

It has been said in these very pages that death 
metal is dead. What is your stance on this state- 
ment, and have you heard it often before? 

Yeah, you hear it all the time. It’s a bit 
paradoxical to hear a death metal band say this

while they continue to play death metal. I mean, 
what’s the point of Napalm Death continuing to try 
to play intense, when all they want to listen to is 
Smashing Pumpkins and Skinny Puppy and Alice In 
Chains or whatever?? I think people who think like 
that should just leave the death metal scene alone. 
I mean, it’s been about twenty-five years since Black 
Sabbath’s first LP and about ten years since Hell- 
hammer and seven since Repulsion and Nihilist, so 
heavy music will always exist. Death metal, in the 
last year and a half, went through its explosion 
period, and now it’s getting back to normal, and 
there are some changes. Not that many new bands 
are coming up, and even less are worthwhile, but 
those that are worthwhile are amazing; bands like 
Eucharist, Beyond Dawn, etc., even stuff like My 
Dying Bride 
and The 
Gathering is 
relatively 
recent and 
really im- 
pressive and 
original. 
The bands 
that have 
always been 
intense, like 
Deceased, 
Dismember, 
Afflicted, 
Rotting 
Christ, etc., 
are still 
intense and 
still im- 
proving. So, 
death metal 
is dead only if you want it to be dead . . . I mean, 
check out the new Solemn demo!!! 

Is the "Black Metal Mafia" giving black metal/ 
death metal a bad name, regardless of whether it’s 
justified? 

Yes, the "Black Metal Mafia" or "Inner Circle" 
is definitely giving black metal a bad name. Now 
you have a ton of bands that used to play crappy 
Cannibal Corpse music putting on face paint and 
claiming to be the most evil thing ever to stand on 
two legs. To me, you can see through the phony 
stuff pretty easily. I still love black metal: bands 
like Samael, Tiamat/Treblinka, Rotting Christ, 
Masters Hammer, and still more recent bands like 
Impaled Nazarene, Marduk, Dissection, Grand 
Belial’s Key, Crucifier, Absu, etc., are very good; 


creative, dark, and intense. Black metal is more in 
the mind/lyrics than the face paint to me. At The 
Gates lyrics are eons blacker than anything Dark- 
throne could come up with, if you ask me. 

The guy from Darkthrone said that the 
"Mafia" has nothing to do with music and every- 
thing to do with religion/free thought. Is he right, 
or is the fact that bands are involved make the 
lines between the two blurred? 

I don’t think I can answer whether or not the 
"Inner Circle" is correct about anything, because 
they are so full of hypocrisy, contradiction, half- 
truths, and bullshit, that I really can’t tell what they 
are trying to get across. They say stuff like they 
believe in Communism, yet they want to make a lot 
of money . . . true meaning of the word "oxymoron." 
I don’t know . . . burst command ’til war!!!

But as far as, like, on stage, 
we’re not really there to stand on a platform and 
talk down to people. So, we just play our music, 
and if people are interested in what we have to say, 
people usually find us and ask us stuff.

Steve: Different Resurrection. Straight-edge

Do you ever feel that you’re preaching to the 
converted anyway, since you’re playing hardcore 
shows? 

Rob: We’re not preaching to anybody, y’ know? 
We don’t care if anybody listens or not, yknow. 
We're just tellin’ you what we think. If you don’t 
wanna listen, that’s fine, yknow. Hardcore/punk 
rock crowds is where we wanna be. That’s who we 
wanna see out there. Y’know, metal kids come to 


the shows, that’s cool. We like anyone that wants 
to come see us to come see us, that’s fine. We 
make records because we want to play on ’em. It’s 
up to anybody else if they want to listen to it. 

If Epic or whoever called you up and said they 
wanted you to play with Sepultura, for example, 
would you do it? 

Rob: Yeah, I’d play with Sepultura.

Rob: Yes. We were very happy about it. 

Are there some bands with some sort of a 
stance, like say, Shelter, that you would rather not 
align yourselves with? 

Rob: Just ’cause we play with somebody 
doesn’t mean we agree with anything they’re saying. 

Steve: I'd be willing to wager a lot of money 
that about 80% of the bands that we play with, we 
don’t agree with, so whatever. How many people 
do you know that are 100% eye an’ eye with you? 

Not very many. 

Steve: So how can you find bands that are? 

Rob: It doesn’t matter. You’re allowed to 
think anything you want, do anything you want . 

Steve: We’re here not to play with Shelter;

D.U.: First off, as they say, what’s your name 
and what do you do in the band? 

My name’s Fred. I play guitar for Anal Cunt. 
Uh, I been playing guitar for Anal Cunt for three . 
. . three and somethin’ years, here. 

You still in Phlegm? Oh, they broke up, 
right? 

Fred: Phlegm? Phlegm’s kind of like broken 
up now, yeah. John, introduce yourself, man.

Fred: Yeah, yeah, well, fuckin’ the soundman 
was a dick. I was like, "Hey, buddy, why don’t you 
do this and do that,” right? He’s like, "You tellin’ 
me what to do?" I was like, "What’s a matter with 
you?" He was all Mr. Cool Rock ’N’ Roll, y’know. 


So, um, I knew shit was gonna hit. I know how our 
sets go, and I know that we break at least a couple 
mikes, y’ know, jacks here and there, fuckin’ trash 
things, and I knew that was gonna happen, so it was 
no big deal. 

And it was all an accident, of course, right? 
You don’t try to break shit on purpose, do you? 

Fred: No, we do. 

Do you? 

Fred: No, we don’t purposely, like, stomp on 
one cord. What happens... 

John: We just play rough. 

Fred: We try to stomp the crowd. 

I guess it wasn’t working well with this crowd. 

Fred: No, it wasn’t, but like, musical equip- 
ment wasn’t really made for fuckin’ movin’ around, 
yknow? The cords break, fuckin’ things fall, things 
break so fuckin’ easy, it’s ridiculous. So that’s what 
happens” at 
every one of 
our shows. 

I read 
this interview 
with your 
singer (Seth) 
in Diarrheader 
zine, and he’s 
like, "Nobody 
can like us any 
more ’cause we 
signed to 
Earache." 

John: 
That’s what 
people have 
told us... 


Fred: That’s bullshit. 
John: We just hear rumors, yknow. People 
say that, like, different bands don’t like us because 


Fred: I haven’t heard it once yet. 

Do you feel like they won’t say it to your face, 
but... 

John: They'll say it to like, yeah, other people, 
and it will get back to us or somethin’. 

Fred: I don’t know any band that isn’t tryin’ to 
get signed, that would like to get signed. It’s all 
bullshit. I don’t know one fuckin’ band which truly 
fuckin’ says, "I don’t wanna get signed." Earache 
wanted to sign fuckin’ A.C. the second year A.C. 
was around, but A.C. didn’t wanta get signed, 
cause [A.C.] had this stupid attitude, "Oh, that’s 
sellin’ out an’ shit." But as time progresses an’ you 
get older an’ shit, fuckin’ that attitude is really 


fuckin’ very thin. 

So Dig from Earache’s been trying to get 
ahold of you guys for a while? 

John: Not like constantly, but he had 
approached Seth a while back, around the 5,463 
Song [EP]. 

Where are you gonna do the album at? Are 
you gonna do it on a little tape recorder, like that? 

John: No, no, no, we’re in the studio. 

Fred: But it’s not no million-dollar studio like 
Morrisound or somethin’. We’ll just record live. 

What’s next for Anal Cunt? 

John: I wanna tour. That’s the whole reason, 
like, Earache was good, because, I mean, we know 
with them, as a big name, we can do things we 
want, like tour, not lose 
our shirts goin’ over to 
Europe, an like, livin’ in 
peoples’ houses that’re 
puttin’ the show on. We 
know itll be well-put ~~ 
together an’ stuff, an’ that 
was definitely a major 
influence on why we 
signed with ’em, y'know? 

Fred: An’ the cash. 
sucks. We’re like the 
cheapest fuckin’ band 
they’ve been payin’. 
These bands that started 
yesterday, yknow, like 
stupid bands from Flor- 
ida, fuckin’ they’re gettin’ 
300 times the money 
we’re gettin’.

I read in all these 
zines early on that A.C. 
was gonna tour Germany 
and then break up. 

Fred: Oh, that was a 
long fuckin’ time ago. 
Seth an’ Tim, and before, 
«it was Mike, the original 
guitarist, they were, like, 
very sensitive guys. Like 
fuckin’, I dunno, their cat 
could get sick, an’ they're 
like, "Oh, let’s break up 
the band," yknow? They 
used to be like that. But 
now, since I came in the 
band, and a lotta shit’s 
happened, and I been in 
an’ out, an’ since we got Johnny, an’ Johnny’s, like, 
been helpin’ us out a lot, it’s not like that anymore. 
We’ve been pretty dedicated to stickin’, like, to a 
long-term type a deal. 

John: Yeah, exactly. 

What’s still available from Relapse Records of 
Anal Cunt? 

John: You can find the live, the split with 
Psycho, the split with Meat Shits, um, the un- 
plugged, and then they have the new one, called 
Morbid Florist. 

I read this other interview where Seth is like, 
"We were thinking of having song titles and lyrics, 
but then that wouldn’t be Anal Cunt." 


Fred: Yeah, no shit. We ain’t gonna. 

John: Well, the Relapse thing does have... 

Fred: The Relapse thing is like a fuckin’ goof. 
I mean, the name of the fuckin’ album is Morbid 
Florist, yknow? 

John: It’s just to kinda poke a little fun at like, 
"Ooh, we’re so scary of a band," kinda thing, 
y know? 

Fred: Ooh, blood ’n’ guts, ooh. 

Is that trying to disassociate yourselves from 
the death metal scene? 

Fred: Yeah. 

Why is that? 

Fred: Well, because the death metal scene 
used to be cool at one time, like right after Venom 
an’ stuff, cool bands, Sodom. But then what hap- 
pened was, the metal bands started to get out of 
date, like fuckin’, yknow, Anthrax an’ fuckin’ 
Testament. So then what happened was, all the 
glam fags that were into fuckin’ them bands started 
making their bands an’ started, like, integrating with 
death metal. An’ you got, like, the total glam 
faggots that should be goin’, "A-a-a-a-a-h!" But 
instead they’re doin’ the new "Urr urr urr urr" thing, 
y know, ’cause that’s the popular thing to do. 

So you agree with the opinion that death 
metal’s gettin’ trendy. 

Fred: Hell yeah! Are you kiddin’? I mean, it’s 
totally obvious. You know, it’s not like it used to 
be. That’s why I even joined A.C. in the first place, 
"cause a long time ago, it was a progression of 
things, yknow. First it was, like, harsher and 
harsher and harsher, and A.C. was the harshest 
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thing I could find, that would be away from that 
fuckin’ glam thing. So far it’s been pretty cool, 
*cause noise hasn’t been invaded by glam faggots 
yet, y know? 

Do you think that’s gonna become the next big 
thing? 

Fred: I dunno. I have no clue if it’s gonna be 
big or not. I hope. It’d be cool if it was. I mean, 
the Nirvana fuckin’ thing, get on MTV an’ shit, heh. 
But I don’t think it’s gonna be; I doubt it. I mean, 
we'll be, like, in our 40s by the time fuckin’ noise is 
gonna be, fuckin’, the popular thing. 

What do you have to say to those who say that 
Anal Cunt sold out when they signed to Earache? 

Fred: Yeah, like you wouldn’t in a second; 
print that. I don’t know any band that wouldn’t 
sign to Earache in a second if they could. 

John: I think that it’s wrong, ’cause if they 
knew anything about it, they wouldn’t say it, ’cause 
I don’t consider it selling out in the least. It’s not 
we can, like, now retire ’cause we signed to 
Earache. Like, please. 

Fred: It’s not like we’re toning down our shit, 
either, as you can tell tonight, yknow? We’re not 
out there, fuckin’ wearin’ peace, love, an’ flower 
shirts an’ shit, goin, "Yeah, man, groove." We still 
fuckin’ get kicked off every stage we play. We’re 
not tonin’ down at all. 

Do you have a last comment to throw in? 

John: Uh, if people haven’t heard of A.C., I 
think if they heard us, they'd like us. An’ come see 
us when we go on tour. 

Fred: Stay out of the sun. 
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Vaughn conducted the following interview with 
Rob from Unbroken. Rob sent some songs that 
will appear on future releases and they were an odd 
mix of hardcore meets death metal, with guitars 
down tuned and everything. It was actually really 
original, good stuff. You can contact him about his

D.U.: What’s the scene like in Chula Vista? 

Rob: It’s totally cool here. There’s a lot of SE 
kids. There’s great bands, and everyone is friendly. 

How has the general response been to the 7"? 

A lot of people like it, but of course they won’t 
say they don’t like it to your face. So who really 
knows! 

What, if any, were your members’ previous 
bands? 

Tl’m in a grindcore band called Talisman. 
Steve is in a band called Julia. They’re really good. 
They get a good response to their set. They sound 
like Morrissey meets Downcast. Dave plays guitar 
for a band called Ikantry ("I can try"). Dave also 
plays guitar in a band called groundswell. I play 
bass, my brother Ari sings, and this kid, Terrence, 
plays drums. Eric plays guitar for Struggle. 

Do you think straight-edge is on the rebound? 

Down here it didn’t get hurt that bad, so I

ness’ impact on the hardcore scene? Do you think 
it has a positive effect? 

Not speaking for the band, I don’t like it. I 
don’t like 
any religions. 
I don’t think 
it’s positive, 
but at least 
they're not drug users or anything. At the same 
time they’re telling you not to let society’s values 
dictate and control you, they tell you how to live 
your life without judge or question. All religion is 
like that. 

Religious people say I’m going to hell and I’m 
ignorant. I just tell them I don’t believe in hell so 
I’m not going there, and the only reason you say I’m 
ignorant is because I question their beliefs. Fuck 
religion. 

Should gays be allowed to serve in the mili- 
tary? 

Yes, for the simple fact is that who or what 
they fuck is no concern of mine, and their sex life 
has no say in their performance on the job. If they 
work good and that’s cool. Closets are for cloths.

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Denmark’s Mercyful Fate is a traditional heavy 
metal band that has been very influential in the 
metal music scene for years. After breaking up 
almost ten years ago, following the releases of 
Melissa and Don’t Break The Oath, vocalist King 
Diamond went on to a successful solo career. Now 
the legendary band has reformed and released In 
The Shadows on Metal Blade Records. Here gui- 
tarist Michael Denner talks about his bandmates, 
the music, and other subjects. Thanks to Mike 
Smith for creating the questions here. 

D.U.: Why did you decide to get Mercyful Fate 
back together? 

Michael: Yes, um, the reason why we decided 
to start all over is because King, he was at my 
apartment, and me and Hank [Shermann, guitar] 
had been, uh, doing some tunes in the studio, some 
demos. And he heard ’em and, uh, thought they 
sounded very much like Mercyful Fate. So, um, we 
were talkin’ about, just for fun, y’know, start playing 
again together. And suddenly the decision was 
made, heh, because, uh, me, Hank, Timi [Hansen, 
bass], and King have been seeing each other as 
friends during the years, even though we haven’t 
been playing together, yknow. And, um, we 
thought this was the right time to do it, y’know, 
because all these songs we had: King got some 
songs that sound very much like Mercyful Fate, I 
had some songs, and Hank. So it was very natural 
for us to get together and redo it. 

Did you try to do that old style specifically, or 
were you trying to do something more modern? 

It came very natural for us, actually. It wasn’t 
like, uh, I was saying inside, "Now I want to write so 
it sounds like Mercyful Fate." And we always com- 
pose like that, with the exception when Hank had a 
band called Fate. I don’t know if you heard about 
that. Actually he released some albums, and it was 
more commercial, sort of keyboards and stuff, 
y know. 

Will you still have the Satanic overtones? 

No, it’s, uh, very naturally we toned down. I 
don’t know if you’ve seen the lyrics for the new 
album. 

No, I just have the pre-copy, you know. 

It’s, um, the Satanic things are covered up 
better, y know, so it won’t offend. And you will 
notice when you see the lyrics. 

You mean you have to read between the lines. 

Yeah, you could say that. And it’s, uh, not 
offensive, you know. It’s more smarter, so much 
smarter. 

Again, did you decide to do this, or did it just 


come out that way? 

No, it just came naturally. Both the music and 
lyrics, it came very naturally. We didn’t, uh, sit 
down and say, "Hey, we gonna have to do it this 
style." It just came, uh, totally, heh, from the heart 
instead of from the brain. 

What ever happened to Kim Ruzz? Do you 
ever see him? 

Uh, he’s the only one from the old band we 
don’t see in private. He was very different from the 
rest of us, and even when we played together in the 
old days, uh, we didn’t see him as a friend -- more 
like a musician in the band, heh. 

Will Zozer Mez continue? 

Yeah! We gonna at least record five albums. 
This is very serious. And then I know King will 
continue with his own band, uh, alone. 

With Zozer Mez you and Hank were using old 
equipment like the MXR distortion boxes and the 
Marshalls and so on. Has this transferred to 
Mercyful Fate? 

We still use some of the stuff, yes, but, uh, the 
idea behind Zozer Mez was, we wanted to sound 
very *70 style old fashioned hard rock-heavy rock. 
Uh, and this time around, we don’t trying that hard 
to make it sound like, but play what we feel sounds 
the best. 

What brought about the deal with Metal Blade 
Records? 

Uh, I think Brian Slagel [head of Metal Blade], 
he, uh, heard the rumors about us reforming, so he 
took contact with King, immediately, yknow, heh, 
before anyone else will do it, heh heh. It’s on a five 
year basis. 

Are you going to tour the U.S.? 

Uh, yes. I hope it will be as headliners 
because then we can have the full show and play 
double. 

Speaking of which, will it be more just a 
music-based show, or will you make a spectacle out 
of it like King Diamond does? 

No, no, no. It’s gonna be, uh, where the music 
counts more, you know? Not with these characters 
and stuff like King does, the theater thing. It’s 
more, uh, a rock band go on stage, more like that. 

What do you think of the newer guitar players 
that have come out in the past five years? They 
sound technically good, but don’t play with the 
emotion that you guys have. 

It’s, uh, quite easy to explain, because these 
guys are so busy trying to do all the difficult things, 
the technical stuff, so they forget to play with their 
heart, you know, uh, to gain their very own style. 
They're playing fast and flashy, you know, and doing 


all these smart things, heh heh, while me and Hank, 
we stick to old fashioned guitaring. Y’know, we 
listen to all these old guys, uh, from the early days, 
Uli Roth and Jimi Hendrix, and guys like that. 
That makes a difference. The new generation, 
there’s a lot of brilliant guitarists, they’re so fast and 
very technically brilliant, but, uh, they lack person- 
ality, in my opinion. 

What are your thoughts on the current metal 
scene? Is there anyone in particular that you like? 

Uh, actually, what I listen a lot to at home is 
70s stuff. There’s so many bands at the moment, 
y’know. There’s thousands of bands, so it’s impos- 
sible for me to figure out who’s who and what’s 
happening at the moment. And, uh, what I mean is, 
this very hard, uh, I dunno what you call that style, 
where the singer goes, "Rowr rowr rowr rowr," 
y'know, where you can’t hear what he sings. 

Yeah, death metal. 

Yeah. That’s not my style, really. I like, uh, 
people to sing so you can hear the words clearly. 
Because I focus a lot on the vocals when I hear a 
new rock album. The singer has to be good before 
I can enjoy it. 

Do people come up to you and tell you how 
much of an influence you’ve been over the years? 

Oh yeah, yeah! They still do, yes! The funny 
thing is, uh, is a lot of the bigger names in heavy 
rock today, they say Mercyful Fate was their inspir- 
ation. Some of the biggest heavy bands who’s 
around today, they say they listen to Mercyful Fate, 
and they like my playing, and Hank, and Timi’s bass 
playing, and [drummer] Kim Ruzz. He still have a 
lot of supporters, Kim Ruzz, even though he had 


been away from the business for such a long time. 

How disappointed are you all that you didn’t 
continue back then? 

It was a natural, uh, progress at that point, 
because Hank and King had very different idea of 
how it should continue. Hank left for the band 
Fate and King continue on with King Diamond 
band. 

You don’t think this issue will come up again? 

No, never. Never, because it was, uh, it was -- 

That was back then. 

That was back then, and it was a thing who 
later turn on to be good for all of us, because we 
gained a lot of experience during these years. So 
now, uh, we can use all this experience and even 
make a better album that we ever done, in my opin- 
ion. Have you heard some of the stuff? 

Yes, I have. Yeah, I like it. It sounds like you 
were saying: it sounds like it was recorded back 
then. It’s good. 

Yeah, great. 

Of course that you were shooting for, right? 

Yeah, heh. I’m very pleased myself. It was 
kind of surprising because I’ve been away for a 
while, y'know, not playing that serious. We had this 
Zozer Mez thing, and it was more like a hobby, 
y'know, a small project. And this is, uh, much 
bigger, heh. 

I played the new album for a friend of mine, 
and he said it sounded as if you recorded it right 
after Don’t Break The Oath back then. 

Heh heh heh, yeah! I kind of had the same 
feeling, you know. It’s very close to the first two 
albums. I think that’s great, heh. 
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The long sought after The second coming Featuring unreleased tracks 
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from Death, Malevolent Creation, 
Cynic and Suffocation plus the 
legendary Brujeria.

Entombed, 
Cadaver 
Symposium, 
and Stentor 
Bayou, 
Washington, DC 


I was late to the show this time because I was 
at a warehouse in DC watching Assiick play. So 
when I made it to the Bayou, Entombed from 
Sweden was due to go on. The band was doing an 
east coast mini-tour for its new EP, Hollow Man 
(Earache Records), which features its dreaded new 
sound. Oh god, what happened to these guys? 
Uffe was using a wah pedal the whole time, even on 
the old songs. The band played all the old songs 
slow, too, in order for them to fit in to the new 
style, I suppose. A friend said that Nicke’s blasts 
sounded like they were in slow motion! It’s true. 


The new songs were for the most part a bore. 
Some of them weren’t bad, but the fact that 
Entombed was playing this shit was a let down. 
The new sound is basically, as it is often described, 
Pantera meets Helmet, but still rough-sounding and 
not just a carbon copy. The band was even playing 


new equipment, as part of the change. If the next 
album is more of the same, that’s gonna suck. 


Deicide, Dismember, 
Vader, and Stentor

By the time I arrived, Vader was already into 
its first song. The band got dicked with the sound, 
but it was playing okay from what I could make out. 
I was expecting Poland’s Vader to be better, as it 
played songs off the demos and The Ultimate 
Incarnation album (Relativity/Earache).

Dismember from Sweden came on next to a 
sample from the "Terminator 2: Judgement Day" 
soundtrack.

The band also belted 
out songs from the Like 
An Ever Flowing Stream 
album. Dismember did a 
great job, had a great 
sound, and played tightly. 

Deicide was up next.

By the time I got there, Condemned [from 
Maryland] was just about done. This was unfortu- 
nate, because what little I did hear sounde swell:

[Relapse Records] was next, and they blasted their 
way through a short but deadly set. Really fast 
stuff. Then Life Of Agony [Roadrunner Records], 
sort of a crunchy Sheer Terror meets Biohazard, 
jammed out. They weren’t death metal but the pit 
moved nonetheless. 

Fear Factory [Roadrunner] came on after 
them. Guitar oriented industrial death metal that 
wasn’t half bad! And they even had an anti- 
vivisection song. Check them out. Obituary 
[Roadrunner] headlined the death metal Wood- 
stock. To be quite honest, I’ve never been a huge 
fan of these guys, but if you are, then you’d 
probably have dug it. It didn’t really grab me, but 
it was pretty decent death metal. Overall, a likeable 


show, but way too many drunks. 


Pain Teens, The Boredoms, 
and Brutal Truth 
9:30 Club, Washington DC (yet again) 


Well! I was pleasantly surprised by Brutal 
Truth’s performance. Usually quite sloppy on stage 
(given it plays quasi-grindcore), this last show on 
the tour went well for the band, as it played its best 
out of the times I’ve seen it. Brutal Truth ripped 
out several tunes off the Relativity/Earache debut 
album, the 7", and, unfortunately, two songs off the 
EP.

Half 
the time, all the members of the band were playing 
something different all at once. Oft times The 
Boredoms are compared to Naked City (one of the

Basically the band 
plays noise but with more of a point to it, without 
the total grind element. The Boredoms got the 
longest sustained applause when it left the stage 
Ive ever heard at the 9:30.

I have come to hate fests, and yet this was my 
fifth. It was a total blast, though! Relapse Records 
staged the thing, and had plenty of goodies on sale. 
In all eleven death metal, doom, industrial, et al 
bands played, so let’s take things in order of per- 
formance at the outdoor event. Thanks go out to 


Mary Bielich, who helped with the band assess- * © 


ments. 

Inhale (formerly Spine, but Oblivion from MD 
changed its name to Spine, and the first Spine 
changed its name as well) came on first. I missed 
this one because the show started earlier than my 
flyer said. But Ryan Muldoon said they sucked, 
especially the singer. 

Unorthodox was Butthole Surfers-ish meets 
hints of old Agnostic Front in places, sometimes 
dragging, sometimes pretty good. Basically middle- 
of-the-road doom with that old metal flavor. 

Dead World was interesting. A guy was play- 
ing drum pads to get that industrial metal tone a la 
Streetcleaner-era Godflesh and Pitch Shifter. Pretty 
heavy, but nothing unique besides the live drums. 

Anal Cunt took the show along with St. Vitus, 
but we’ll get to that later. Politically misunderstood 
Anal Cunt played a barrage of total noise for a few 
minutes until it got kicked off the stage.

By 
now darkness had fallen and the impending thunder 
and lightning finally rained the death metal band 
out. After a while the rain stopped (for the 
moment) and Macabre finished its set, with such 
songs as "Albert Fish" and a few from the new 
album, Sinister Slaughter. The band played very 
well and went over strong with the crowd, especially 
the old stuff. 

Deceased came on after, and did two numbers 
off the 13 Frightened Souls EP, as well as much 
other shit. To be honest, 
the band had played bet- 
ter, but it did set up and 
go on in a rush, forgoing 
a sound check even. 
Check out this death 
metal from the grave. 

Now on to St. Vitus. 
The band has out a new 
album, Children Of 
Doom, and the crowd was 
eating it up.

Dan Lilker from Brutal Truth was 
playing bass, and Relapse Records has someone in 
the band also. The audience liked this band as 
well. Exit-13 and Brutal Truth weren’t originally 
scheduled to play, but since Disrupt didn’t play due 
to money disagreements, these two took Disrupt’s 
place. The last thing I heard from Exit-13 was the 
Spare The Wrench 7", so check it out! 

Finally Brutal Truth played. It was sloppy 
grind again, but the band was there since I got 
there, it was quite late, and at least one of the band 
members was very "inhibited," let’s put it that way, 
so what can you do? The drummer only had a high 
hat and a ride along with the actual drums, which 
isn’t how he usually plays. The band did the S.O.B. 
cover and some noise stuff, along with the title 
track off the new EP, Perpetual Conversion, and 
other tunes. 

So from where I sat the Relapse Nuclear Festi- 
val was a success, partly due to the largely strong 
line-up. Hurrah, hurrah! 


Suffocation, Dismember, 
Vader, Deceased, 


and Corpsegrinder 
The Cave, Manassas, VA 


This is the same death metal tour that came to 
the Bayou in DC earlier, but with a different head- 
liner this time. Things kicked off the show here 
with the revamped Corpsegrinder from Maryland. 


Deceased 
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By that I mean the band had a new singer (that 
didn’t play the gig -- the guy from Monstrosity did, 
who used to sing for this band) and a new bassist 
(finally!). So the band somewhat lively played some

stuff off the last demo plus some newer stuff for the 
crowd. The drummer also does the mighty "Chain- 
letter" zine, so if you want to write the band, get the 
address from the zine directory. 

Deceased from Virginia came on next, opening 
with "Psychedelic War- 
riors,", and played an 
energized set packed full 
of brand-spanking-new 
songs, with the exception 
of "Futuristic Doom" off 
the last demo, and 
"Robotic Village" off the 
current EP on Relapse 
Records. This band went 
over better than the first, 
and that pretty much is 
how it went as the night 
rolled on. 

Vader from Poland 
has an album coming out 
on Relativity/Earache, so 
the band played songs off 
that one. It did a better 

job than the Bayou show to be sure, partly because 
the sound was better here. 

Dismember took the stage after that, and did 

a great job as it did at the Bayou before. This time 
the Swedes did more than one number from the 
Carnage album, including "Torn fucking Apart," as 
the singer announced it. Of course they did plenty 
of tracks from the Like An Ever Flowing Stream 
album as well (Nuclear Blast Records). A fine per- 
formance except for the irritating drop outs of the 
guitars and the fact that one of them couldn’t keep 
his guitar in tune. 

Finally Suffocation came on stage, and played 

a ton of New York technical death stuff. When the 


| band’s demo first came out at the beginning of the 


decade, it was the shit, but now the group doesn’t 
have the same sound as back then, unfortunately. 
So it was a drag when the band performed numbers 
off the new album on Roadrunner Records. The 
older tunes like "Infecting The Crypts" sounded 
better.

and Pro-Pain 
Bayou, Washington, DC 


The place was packed, and Pro-Pain on 
Energy Records went on first and played several 


songs of its Foul Taste Of Freedom album. The 
crowd seemed to like it okay and was getting into 
the groove parts. I don’t like the New York band 
that much, and its performance didn’t change my 
opinion. I won’t dignify the next "band" with a 
review, so let’s move on to Atlantic Records’ Testa- 
ment. 

The band came on stage while they played a 
sample of that movie "Flatliners" over the system, 
and then ripped into "Over The Wall" and "The 
New Order" right after. I was thinking to myself, 
"Great, they're gonna play old stuff!" and then the 
: band started playing shit like "Practice What You 

Preach," "Souls Of Black," and so on, so that 
' sucked. But after a while Testament thankfully 
played a block of old songs, including such favorites 


as "The Haunting," "Into The Pit," and even a sec- 
tion from "Musical Death (A Dirge)," while plug- 
ging the new EP, Return To Apocalyptic City, along 
the way. The new members were proficient (the 
guy from Forbidden did a super job of playing Alex 
Skolnick’s leads) and the crowd was eating it up. 
Basically Testament took the show, whom most 
were apparently there to see.

I caught one Loudspeaker song, and what I 
heard was catchy rock/punk stuff, with lots of 
energy. Jesus Lizard came on next, and this band 
did a fine job. The singer got carried by the crowd 
more than once whilst he was singing, and the rest 
of the band stood there and churned out the rock/ 
alternative/college riffings and drum beats. A great 
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sound and performance all around, all down to the 
dirty jokes. The crowd loved it. 

Helmet, to my surprise, was really good. The 
other time I saw the band was on the Sepultura/ 
Ministry tour, and I was kinda bored by Helmet’s 
performance that time.
